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Senator Hewitt Explains 


Proposed County Charter 


To anyone who stood around the 


polls on Tuesday .it became apparent, 
that not one in thirty of the voters 
understood the duties to be performed 
by the fifteen freeholders they v/ere 
asked to elect. Some had a vague idea 
That these men were going to frame 
a charter for the county of Los An- 
geles, but further from that we failed 
to find a voter who could intelligently 
explain 
that 
form 
of 
government 


known as county home rule. This ap- 
parent ignorance on the part of the 
voters was not surprising, as we have 
seen 
little 
comment in the public 
press in reference to the matter. 


At a recent banquet given by the 


board of trade of Monrovia, Senator 
Hewitt of Los Angeles, in a speech, 
fully explains the duties to be per- 
formed by the freeholders and what 
is proposed to be accomplished by the 
ndoption by the taxpayers of this 
county of a charter. Commenting on 
"lie subject, he said: 


"Although it is a dry subject which 


does not lend itself to sentiment or or- 
atory, nevertheless it may be wise to 
discuss it at this time, for the reason 
that very soon the people, of this coun- 
ty will be called upon to determine 
whether or not the county shall pass 
under the form of government known 
as county home rule under a charter 
adopted by its people." 


Ignorance of County Affairs. 


Mr. Hewitt commented on the ig- 


norance and indifference of people 
irenerally to county government, while 
in the affairs of the- city, the state or 
the nation they take a lively interest, 
especially the affairs of the city, be- 
cause in the evolution of society an 
increasing proportion of the popula- 
tion has become resident in the city. 
We have not heard much of the coun- 
ty, he said. That has been taken as 
a matter of course. 
We know tho 


state, for purposes of convenience, was 
divided into counties, but it meant 
nothing like the state, nation or city 
to the citizens. 


County Home Rule. 


County home rule, as provided for 


in the legislative amendment to the 
state constitution, proposes to give 
to the people of the state, Mr. Hew- 
itt said, a larger share in county af- 
fairs, giving them more power with 
reference to the conduct of its af- 
fairs and authority to decide the form 
of government, number of offices, sal- 
aries paid, etc. 
i 


County Government Act. 


Mr. Hewitt described the system 


which has prevailed under 
which 


counties wero classified according to 
population, which resulted in t\ sepa- 
rate classification for each of the 57 
counties in this state. The govern- 
ment of these counties is provided for 
under the so-called county government 
act, in which* are listed, all the county 
officers from the supervise? down to 
the last stenographer and janitor. 


The Pork Barrel. 


This county government act becomes 
a great patronage proposition. Those 
who are Interested in securing office 
or retaining office are interested in it 
and when the legislature meets once 
in two years these interested parties 
either make pilgrimages to Sacram- 
ento or bombard legislators with let- 
ters stating what they want and how 
many deputies they want and the sal- 
aries all these officers should be paid. 
The county bill is therefore made up 
of sections, one for each county, and 
the legislators for each county or the 
politicians of the county, have made 
up these various sections, which have' 
then been welded into a great big bill 
called "the county government bill," 
that nobody knows anything about ex- 
cept the interested parties. 
In na- 


tional affairs such a bill would be 
called "the pork barrel proposition." 
It is a fearfully and wonderfully con- 
structed document. 


Functions of the People.

Purpose of Amendment.

Coun- 
ty home rule can be granted, but with 
limitations different from those which 
prevail in cities." 


Independent of Cities.

The Short Ballot.

"There has been not. only here but 


j elsewhere for a number of years a de- 
cided movement for the short ballot, 
ft has come to be recognized that the 
greater the number of officers the peo- 
ple elect, the less attention they give 
to the personality of the people they 
place in office. 
On the 
long bailor 


scarcely any of the people know all 
of the persons whom they elect. The 
consequence is a great many incompe- 
tent and inefficient, persons are chos- 
en. Therefore the idea has arisen that 
it would be bettor to centralize public 
responsibility and decrease the num- 
ber of persons to be elected. The per-

greater scrutiny would be given and 
greater care exercised in the selec- 
tion of candidates. 


"The supervisors should always be 


ejected and also certain other officers 
vested with large responsibilities, such 
as the county attorney or county au- 
ditor.

Civil Service. 


"The charter gives power to com- 


bine and segregate offices. 
It is also

amendment to establish the civil ser- 
vice system for the various employees 
of the county. I have had some expe- 
rience in city affairs under both the 
spoils and the civil service systems. 
While in some respects civil service is 
not all its friends hoped 
for, the 


faults are due largely to legal defects. 
Civil service in Los Angeles has been 
of immense advantage rto that city and 
ho intelligent citizen would wish "to go 
back to the spoils system. 


The Road System. 


"Another system which has not been 


in the past an entire success in the 
state of California has been the mat- 
ter of handling the road funds. One of 
the bulwarks of the political machine 
in this county and elsewhere for years 
was In the handling of road district 
funds and the appointment of road dis- 
trict employees. 
It is well known 


that political advancements and the 
return of supervisors depended largely 
on their success or failure in handling 
road funds and the result was that we 
had a very poor and unsatisfactory 
system of roads. Under the new sys- 
tem it will be possible to provide for 
road inspection, construction and re- 
pair, and if this power is in tho hands 
of the people it is believed they will 
demand and obtain far better results. 


Ballot Not a Panacea. 


"There has been a movement in this 


country to refer all matters back to 
the people and back to the individual. 
Our forefathers 100 years ago thought 
they had solved all the affairs of gov- 
ernment when they had secured to our 
people the right to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness, and believed that 
by vc-sting the people with the ballot 
the millenium politically had come. It 
has transpired, however, that while 
they were fundamentally right, a time 
has come when certain things have in- 
tervened between the people and gov- 
ernment by which little by little in 
state, nation and community it has 
been removed from the participation 
of the people. 
While it is necessary 


i'i>r the purposes of liberty and the 
I orpetuation of our institutions that 
the individual should be given the bal- 
lot, that does not solve the whole ques- 
tion. Behind the ballot must be an in- 
telligent citizenship. The ballot in the 
hands of the ignorant and irresponsi- 
ble is a dangerous weapon. 


Interest of Citizens. 


"We musL all be interested in gov- 


erment. If we are to attain to those 
dreams of a democratic government 
our forefathers dreamed, if we are to 
perpetuate our institutions, we must 
see to it that the heritage of liberty 
our forefathers gave us is not squan- 
dered or frittered away. 
When we 


speak of a return to the people we 
mean that the individual citizen must 
If 
willing to pay the price in service 


and devotion to the land in which he 
lives; f.or those who preceded us did 
more, even dying on the battlefield, 
that we might have this liberty. He 
is not ;' sood citizen who is not in- 
tfv:-tcd in the affairs of his govern- 
ment.

Interstate Commission 


Decides For Shippers 


The. Interstate Commerce Commis 


sion in the opinion of January 14, 1911, 
opinion No. 1477, decided that after 
April 15, 1911, the shipper may pre- 
cool and preice carloads of oranges 
and the railroad, when transporting 
such cars without further icing, may 
charge for the refrigeration service 
not to exceed $7.50 per car. The com- 
mission stated also that the railroads 
may, 
as a condition of making this 


charge, require the shipper to load 
the car of oranges seven tiers wide 
and two tiers high. 


The charge was exacted by the rail- 


roads preceding the decision of the 
commission was $30.00 and this charge 
the'commission found to r>e unreason- 
able. After the decision of the com- 
mission the carriers endeavored to se- 
cure an 
injunction in 
the United 


States Commerce Court enjoining the 
enforcement of the order of the com- 
mission, but the commerce court re- 
fused to grant it. The railroads then 
filed tariffs establishing the rate of 
$7.50 per car from points in Southern 
California to the east, but immediate- 
ly afterwards filed other tariffs which 
cancelled the former tariffs and with- 
drew the privilege of preicing. 


Upon protest from the Citrus Pro- 


tective League, the Interstate Com 
merce commission suspended the tar- 


• iffs cancelling the preicing privilege. 
| The question then was argued before 


i the Interstate Commerce commission 


j as to the right of the carriers to can- 
; eel their precooling tariffs and there- 


i by withdraw the privilege which they

WATER MEASUREMENT. 


E. TA1T, irrigation engineer with the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, has prepared a lengthy bulletin, 
entitled: "The Use of Underground Wa- 


ter for Irrigation at Pomona, California." The 
water measurement explanation given below is 
from this bulletin, and applies as well to the Co- 
vina district, which is but a few miles from Po- 
rnbna. Mr. Tail says: 


The miner's inch as defined by the statute of 


California is one-fortieth of a cubic foot per sec- 
ond, or the equivalent of 11.23 gallons per minute, 
is still retained as the unit of measurement. The 
cubic foot per second is almost unknown in the 
pumping districts. The miner's inch has the dis- 
advantage of not having a standard value, but 
its size is convenient for such small streams as 
are measured where the water is pumped. It is 
measured more often, however, over a wier than 
under pressure. 


At Pomona and San Dimas water is measured 


over wiers altogether. They are found at most 
of the private pumping plants 
pumping for or- 


chards as well as for company plants, but are 
seldom seen at the private plants pumping for al- 
falfa. Here larger streams are pumped and water 
costs less. Water sold for orchards is charged 
for by the miner's inch per hour and must be 
measured, but for alfalfa the charge is for the 
stream, the size being estimated. 


Wier boxes are of concrete or of brick, covered 


with cement and are permanent. Galvanized iron 
is used for the wier plates. Through ignorance 
of hydraulic principles the details of construc- 
tion are often not in keeping with the excellent 
materials used. The most common defect is that 
the wier plate is set in the middle of a 4 or 6 
inch cross wall, the notch in the wall being but 
a little longer and deeper than the notch in the 
iron plate, so that the plate projects only 1 or 2 
inches, and the result is that the end and bottom 
contractions are insufficient. 
A better construc- 


tion would be to fasten the wier plate against 
the Upper face of the cross wall. The rectangu- 
lar wier is nearly always used. They are usually 
too long rather than too short for the amount of 
water to be measured. It is common to find 24- 
inch wiers for measuring streams of 20 miner's 
inches, while lengths of 12 or IS inches would 
enable the head to he read with more accuracy. 
A rectangular wier without end contractions is 
also used. It consists of a crest reacning entire- 
lay across the box, there being no end plates. An 
objection to this form of wier is that if the box 
be wide the wier is too long for the stream of wa- 
ter to be measured, while if the wier be short 
the narrow box increases in velocity of approach. 
The short wier boxes used require the insertion 
of screens to retard the velocity of the water as 
it is discharged from the pumps and to quiet the 
surface for-a correct reading of the. head, but this 
is too often overlooked. 


Much of the water used for irrigation in South- 


ern California is pumped from wells, and there 
are no places where water is used more econom 
ically. This fact has been brougnt about by a 
strong combination of influences. One of these 
is the characteristics of the settlers themselvs, 
who are mostly people of means and education, 
having come from the Eastern states to enjoy the 
climate and other attractions for which the sec- 
tion is noted. Professional men, business men, 
and farmrs alike have come to lead a retired 
life and to engage in fruit growing, which appeal- 
ed to them as a method by which they can aug- 
ment their means, and at the same time have a 
more independent and outdoor life devoid of hard 
labor of former occupations. 


The kind of communities that have been built 


up is another important factor. These represent 
one of the highest types of agricultural settle- 
ments and the rural homes found in them are un- 
surpassed in this country. The land holdings are 
small, the predominating sizes being 10-acre orch- 
ards and 40 to 80-acre alfalfa farms, and are 
bunched together into settlements. This leads to 
a lively exchange of ideas and to strong rivalry 
between localities. The corporate limits of a 
town are so extensive that often they include most 
of the orchards around the business centers, from 
which avenues lead out into the country for miles. 
There is in a single county 25 incorporated cities 
and $3,500,000 is being spent on highway im- 
provements outside the limits of cities. The fruit 


growers have been ready to band together in 
movements for whatever might be beneficial to 
them. The organization for marketing the fruit 
is the most proficient of its kind in existence, and 
has placed the citrus industry on a sound basis 
commercially. Active farmers' clubs have been 
effective in leading to progress in all industrial 
methods. 


But the most potent factor has been the fact 


that the water supply was limited and expensive, 
while there 
were 
exceptional possibilities of 


achievement, both agriculturally and in the cre- 
ation of high property values and beautiful cities. 
Few agricultural pursuits yield as large profits 
as the growing of citrus fruits. 


USE OF THE DIVINING 
ROD. 


Numerous mechanical devices have beon pro- 


posed for detecting the presence.of underground 
water, ranging in complexity from the simple 
forked branch 
of 
witch-hazel, 
peach, or other 


wood to more or less elaborate mechanical or 
electric, contrivances. Many of the operators of 
these devices, especially those who use the home- 
cut forked branch, are entirely honest in their 
belief that, the working of the rod is influenced 
by agencies—usually regarded 
as electric cur- 


rents following underground streams of water- 
that are entirely independent of their own bodies, 
and many uneducated people have implicit faith 
in their ability to locate underground water in 
this way. In experiments with a rod of this type 
the writer found that at certain points it seemed 
to turn downward independent of his will, but 
more complete tests showed that this downturn- 
ing resulted from a slight, and until watched for, 
unconscious muscular action, the effects of which 
were communicated through the arms and wrists 
to the rod. No movement of the rod from causes 
outside the body could be detected and it soon 
became obvious that the view held by other men 
of science is correct—that the operation of the 
"divining rod" is generally due to unconscious 
movements of the body or of the muscles of the 
hand. The experiments made show that these 
movements happen most frequently at places 
where the operator's experience has led him to 
believe : that water may be found. 


The uselessness of the divining rod is indicat- 


ed by the facts that it may be worked at will by 
the operator, that he fails to detect strong water 
currents in tunnels and other channels that af- 
ford no surface indications of water, and that his 
locations in limestone regions where water flows 
in well-defined channels are no more successful 
than those dependent upon mere guess. In fact, 
its operators are successful only in regions in 
which the ground water occurs in a definite sheet 
in porous material or in more or less clayey depos- 
its, such as pebbly clay or till. In such regions 
few failures can occur, for wells can get water 
almost anywhere. 
Ground water occurs under 


certain definite conditions, and just as surface 
streams may be expected wherever there is a 
valley, so ground water may be found where cer- 
tain rocks and conditions exist. No appliance 
either mechanical of electrical has yet been de- 
vised that will detect water in places where plain 
common sense' will not show its presence just 
as well. The only advantage of employing a 
"water-witch," as the operator of the divining 
rod'is sometimes called, is that crudely skilled 
services are thus occasionally obtained, since' 
the men so employed, if endowe'd with any na- 
tural shrewdness, become through their exper- 
ience in locating wells better observers of the 
occurrence and movements of ground water than 
the average person.—Prom United States Agri- 
cultural Bulletin 255. 


CONCERNING WELL MACHINERY. 
G 


ENTR1FUGAL pumps are best adapted 


for 
pumping, streams of 
.'!() miner's j 


inches or over from a single well. The ! 


makers of centrifugal pumps furnish tables show-; 
ing the proper speed at which the pump should ! 
be run for the highest efficiency for certain lifts ' 
and streams of water raised. 
An increase in i 


either lift or rate at which the water is pumped I 
requires a corresponding increase in speed. From 
900 to 1,100 revolutions per minute is the max- 
imum speed at which most 4 and 5-inch pumps 
can be run without undue wear, belt slippage, 
and loss in efficiency. If a higher speed is requir- 
ed it is better to use a compound centrifugal 
pump which will do the work at less speed. It 
is practical to use the single pump for heads up 
to 100 feet, but above 75 feet compound pumps* j 
are better. 


Deep-well pumps are adapted for use in wells 


that do not produce over 30 or 40 miner's inches 
of water, especially where the lift is in excess 
of 100 or 150 feet. They are more emeient than 
centrifugal .pumps and cheaper to operate, but 
as a rule they are much more expensive to keep 
in repair. The plunger rods of deep-well pumps 
often break, and in a few extreme cases almost 
an entire summer has been spent in making re- 
pairs of this nature. Too high speed is often the 
cause of such breaks, and it is better to use a 
large cylinder and long stroke with a slow speed. 
Centrifugal pumps often run through several sea- 
sons with scarcely any repair, and they are not 
damaged as much by sand in the water as are 
the deep-well pumps. Deep-well pumps have taken 
the place of centrifugal pumps at many of the 
pumping plants in the northern part of the dis- 
trict, where the water level has lowered to depths 
of 150 to 200 feet. The cost of deepening shafts 
after these depths have been reached is so great 
that it must be considered. Sometimes, however, 
it is not possible to change to a deep-well pump, 
because the well casing is so crooked that it does 
not permit the use of plunger rods, and some 
wells have been abandoned for this reason. No 
deep-well pumps have been used to raise water 
for alfalfa. The highest lift for which they have 
been used is about. 400 feet, at the Mont-Antonio 
pimping plant near Claremont. 


The greatest discharge in 1905 was 47 miner's 


inches from a 10 by 32 inch pump at the plant 
of the Del Monte Irrigation Company in Martin 
Cienaga, with a lift of IK! feet. Larger pumps 
have been installed recently in San Dimas Wash, 
which deliver 70 miner's inches. The highest lift 
for a centrifugal pump when the tests were made 
was 220 feet at the plant of the Western Water 
and Power Company in San Dimas Wash. 
The 


discharge was 91 miner's inches from a 6-inch 
pump of the Glendora and Azusa Water Company 
in the same locality working under a lift of 189 
feet with no suction.—From Bulletin 236, U. S. 
Department of Agriculture.

or five years. Land is worth what it produces, 
plus a profit. The market value of orange orch- 
ards in this valley is based on the si/.e of the 
check for the season's crop.

COST OF IRRIGATING CITRUS FRUITS. 
The cost of irrigating citrus fruits includes the 


cost of water and of its cost of application to the 
orchard. The cost of the water is represented by 
the cost of pumping, where pumping is necessary, 
or the interest on the amount invested in water 
rights where canyon water is used, in addition 
to the cost of delivery. 


The value of a miner's inch of canyon water 


varies from $1,500 to as high as $2,r,oo in some 
localities. The value of pumped water is not less 
than $1,000 
per miner's inch. A continuous flow 


of 1 miner's inch is used to irrigate on an average 
about S acres, thus making the minimum invest- 
ed per acire $125, and the interest at G per cent 
thereon, $7.50 per year. 


The cost of pumping, as ascertained from the 


water charges and assessments of the several 
companies in this section, averages about 2V« cents 
per miner's inch, or $15 p?r acre foot. The cost 
of pumping for citrus fruits may be said to aver- 
age $12 per acre, allowing a duty of eight-tenths 
of an acre-foot per acre.

Then, too, domestic animals 
have their insect pests anil the live- 
stock industry generally suffeis much 
loss from their work." says the Chris- 
tian Herald. "Forest, and shade trees, 
small ornamental trees and flowering 
shrubs have their enemies amonK the 
insects, and it JH estimated that in the 
great forests the loss from insect dam- 
age is as great as the loss from forest 
fires. And this is by no means all. The 
insect pests of the household are very 
numerous. They damage our food and 
clothing and the 
very timbers of 


which our houses are built. 
They 


cause the greatest physical annoy- 
ance by their bites and stings and by 
their presence in our food, and they 
even kill us by thousands by carrying 
ro us f.he causative germs of many fa- 
tal diseases. Yellow fever and mala- 
ria are caused solely by the bites of 
infected mosquitoes; bubonic plague 
is apparently caused solely by the 
bites of infected fleas, typhus by the 
bites of infected lice, and sleeping 
sickness by the bites of infected tsetse 
flies. And the housefly, that scourge 
of humanity, may carry typhoid fever 
Asiatic cholera, 
dysentry, 
infantile 


diarrhoea, tuberculosis and many oth- 
er diseases. Taking the insects as a 
whole, the constitute by far the great- 
est enemy of the human race. In spite 
of all this, the average human being 
views insects with indifference, and 
when he once begins to suffer in one 
way or another from their work he 
does not know what to do about it. 
Now, 
as a matter of fact, all of our 


principal injurious insects are very 
well known. Every phase of their life 
history has been carefully studied by 
competent Investigators and more or 
less perfect remedies have been found. 
Moreover hundreds of bulletins have 
been written about them by state and 
government 
officials,

of employes and eye-witnesses, per- 
sisting in the investigation until the 
causes are determined. 
Should a di- 


vision board of inquiry fail to reach a 
conclusion, a second board comprising 
higher officials shall be couvened and 
if the findings of the second board be 
not conclusive, the general manager 
will convene a third board. 


The 
instructions 
to 
officers who 


shall convene inquiry boards state spe- 
cifically that the responsibility must 
be fixed regardless of individuals or 
interests affected. The findings must 
be turned over to the general mana- 
ger, and from the latter's office, to the- 
press. Prominent business men from 
the neighborhood 
in which the ac- 


cident occurred may usually sit as 
members of such boards, and of sev- 
eral inquiries already held, the find- 
ings of these boards iiave all been 
unanimous. 


Co-operation In fighting forest fires 


under the newly organized protection 
system of the U. S. Forest Service 
had its first real test recently on the 
Angeles National Forest. A. fire start- 
ed in Devil canyon near San Bernar- 
dino and thirty minutes after its dis- 
covery two auto trucks with men and 
provisions and tools, in charge of Mr. 
W. C. Starke of the San Bernardino 
Water Department, were speeding to 
the scene of the fire, which was soon 
put out with little damage. This al- 
most equals the record of some city 
fire departments. 


The co-operative fire fighting sys- 


tem is the result of closer organi- 
zation of the volunteer help made by 
the Forest Service following the dis- 
astrous fires in Southern 
California 


last summer. 
Officers or the service 


made extensive canvas through the 
towns Immediately adjacent to the An- 
geles 
National 'Forest, and inaugur- 


ated the system that is now proving 
HO effective. 
Volunteer mountain lire 


fighting companies were organized In 
seven towns along Ihe front. 


In eacli community some represen- 


tative citizen was selected as agent 
for the forest service, ills duty is to 
locate in advance of a call a crew of 
lire fighters and to see 
that their 


equipment and transportation is ready 
at a moment's notice. 
He arranges 


for the immediate forwarding of the 
men, tools and supplies when notified 
over the phone by the ranger back in 
the hills that a fire has broken out. 
This arrangement permits the forest 
rangers to give their entire attention 
to patrol and saves the time hitherto 
lost by the ranger coining down out 
of the moutains to gather a crew of 
men. These agents and volunteer fire 
fighters are paid by the government 
when engaged, in actual work, but 
many of them show such a fine pub- 
lie spirit that they reruse to accept 
pay for their services. 


This system is working admirably 


and is being rapidly extended to other 
parts of the state.
